The great political struggle going
on at the ballot-box is so all-absorbing that
vonventions of all kiads other than political
can come and go without more than & passing
notiee,

This is undoubtedly the present reason why
the meeting of the “Universal Peaes Sur‘lely.-"
held in this eity yesterday, may be pronounced
a lallure, both in point of numbers and enthy-
siaem, It may be, however, that the innate
depravity and combative propensity of human
nature had u share in causing this paucity of
pumbers and meagrencss of applause,

The Penunsylvania Braoeh.

He that as ot may, at 11 o'clock A, M., the
bour 4t which the Pennsylvania branch of the
Associntion was to meer, twenly persons, all
told, were present. They were nut at all dis-
couraged by this slim turn-out,bat proceeded at
once 10 organize the Pennsylviania branch of
the Association, by adopting an appropriste
constitution and electing the necessary officers,

Who are Advoontes of Universal Peace.

At 3 o'clock in the alternoon our roporter re-
puired to the iecturc-room of the Franklin In-
stitute, to atlend the opening session of the

peneral soclety. At thus hour he found present
nive ladies and two gentlemen. It was nearly 4
o'clock before enough had arrived to warrant
an attempt at business, and even then we could
st up only thirty ladies and ten gentlemen.

In the meantime, we were noting down the
Fh‘\'_@lo;mum_v of these adlierents of Universal

‘eice, They were certainly a meck-eyed lot of
people, and we doubt if there were, out of the
entire forty, hall-s-dozen who were not sincere
and earnest in the cause they had eapoused,
and labored in its benall without any hankering
after that potorlety for the sake of which so
Juang men and women aitempt to furn the world
upside down,

Several of the gentlemen, and nearly all of the
ladies present, were attired in the drab-colored
skirts of the Society of Friends, Many of them
were quite venerable in years, and they all had
the ourward appearance of being wersons of the
most ample and elegant leisure. This My ue-
count tor their wholesale advocacy of peace, If
they had been forced by untoward circum-
“tauces to grapple with the harsh realities of
the world, it is extremely doubtful i most of
them would not have been tgurhi the lesson
that the life of onc man is often & Ut sacritice
for the weltare of thousunds or millions.

Millennipl Attire, Otherwise “Bloomer."

But among the assemblage there was a lady
npon whom our attention wus rentred for atime,
although the strangeness of her attire did not
appear 1o create anything of a sensation among
the members of the Peace Society, The lady in
question was attired in pantaloons! The panta-
loons were of the peculiar snuff-color now so
much in vogue among fashionable gentry, and
we must confess thal they set about the nether
limbs of the wearer with as much ease and grice
as I they had been displuyed upon legitimate
masculioe extremitios,

disclosed in the second articlo of the Constita-

It will employ popular conventions, lectures,
tracts, prtitions, t puipit, the press, and a Con-
wroes of Nutiona, It will abstain from all political
complioations with governments of foroe, and nse
all effectual moans of reason acd moral appeal to
conyinee the people that war is u sin against God,
and opuosed to the best intorests ot mankind,’”

A Remarkable Liberality,

The Prestdent then continned his remarks,
saying that be heartily wished every one pre-
“ent at the Convention to feel entirely at home,
A« their meetings wore held in different parts
of the couniry, they necessarily encountared
new fuces; but this should be po drawback on
the harmony of their proceedings, The most
unlimited discussion wae mvited, and no one,
by becoming n member of their body, was
pledged to the support of every doctrine lald
down in their constitution or resolves, They
courted diseussion and welcomed dissent,

The Reading of Lotters

was then commenced, The first one was from
E. H. Heywood, of Worcester, Mass, It de-
nounced the barbarous and unreasonabie prae-
tices of war, the immorality of trade, as shown
in a reckless spirit of speculation, and the in-
jugtice of the present labor system. The writer
thought that an apprepriate pluee lor com-
mencing the discusslon of these great topics
would be the city ot Brotherly Love, the Lirth-
place of independence, and of the ant-slavery
agitation,
The Peace Code,
Mr. Joslin rose to make a few remarks, takine
issue with some of the doetrines of (ke writer,
He thought peace wis always desirable: that
there had never been a good war or & biad peace,
Our own war, which had been enlogized tor its
Justice and piety, he considered as a farlure,
because many men had gone nto it virlnous
and came out ol it far otherwise. Still, he would
not acquiesce in wrong, but would meet it man-
fully, yet not with the weapons of force, which
were =0 apt to fail of accomplishing the end
sought by them. If men would trust to the
rectitude of (heir priociples and the justica of
thelr canse alone, they would not fail ofsuccess,
A leuter from Henry O. Wright, one of the
Vice-Presidents, was then read, The writer
tbought the troe spirit was the one which was
“fearless to die, umid to kill, and leroic to
suffer.” War could be ended only by love, and
would alway: be prolonged by convulsiop,

A Well-Spent Life,
A letter from J. P, Blanchard, the Treasurer,
wis then read, in which the position he n(elci
wius resigned, on account of the disability of ad-
VRUCING Y ears.

The Convention Goes to Work,

“Yt was nearly four o'clock when Mr, Alfred
H. Love, of Philadelphia, President of the
Universal Peace Soclety, called the forty
personus compoeing the Convention thereof to
order
Mr. Love made the enstomary speech of Pre-
sidents on taking the chair., He stated that the
delay in organizing the afternoon session was
owing to the length of the morning meeting,
He then reviewed at considerable length the
history of the Universal Ponce Society, dwell-
ing particularly upon the proceedings of the
conventions held last spring and winter, in
FProvidence and Boston, ¢ gald that the most
rplexing queetion discussed at the first, or
twn Convention, was the constitutional one.
No person seemed willing to offer a draft for
that lmportant docuwent, everybody awaiting
the advent of some great mind, with 4 constitu-
tion duly prepared, according to their wants.
At Providence, however, this donbt was timely
buried, and a constitution was proposed and
adopted with the most wonderful unanimity,
Tne President theén requested Mr, L., K, Joslin,
of Providenoce, R, L., the Becretary, to read thoe
proceedings of the Providence meeting,
Iucluded in these proceedings was

The Constitution of the Soclety,

leuve 10 the couecience ol every individual the
decigion of how far he might for peaceful pur-
poees co-operate with the Government, we
should all steadily muntain the absolute truth,
She thoughit that the effect of the various meet-
ings already held conld be seen in a moderation
of violence, The abolition of slavery had been
effected before the entire people were thoroughly
jmbued with the anti-slavery spirit; and so,
thought she, will be the result in mtroducing
the moral element into the settlement of all dit-
ficultieg, even before the whole world is led into
the adoption of radical peace principles,

Short addresses by various persons followed,
after which Mr, Robert W, Walcol, of Boston,
wns elected Treasurer, in place of Mr. Blan-
chard. The meeting theu adjourned until even-
ing.

F:&t the evening seseion letters were read and
s discussion held on the subject of

The Cruelty of War,

which was participated in by several persons,
In the eourse o) his remarks, Mr, Joslin con-
tended that the war power was a tissue of
cruelty, which tended to degrade the youth of
the counfry, The principle of war is ldentical
with that of slavery, Prrvenling the accomplish-
ment of reform, and denymg the inalienable
right of liberty, Torture and death are its ele-
mente; stealth and robbery its aliles. Its only
plea of morality was the prosecution of evil that
good might come of it,

He heheved that if all laws and Governments
were done away with, there would be less sacri
fice by violence in the next hundred years than
there was during the past five years, Besides
opposing the [‘\rmc!plus of war, the speaker in-
dividually had no sympathy with ponishment
as 4 prevention of erime,

The meeting adjourned, to meet again to-day.
A Meeting of the Pennsylvania Branch
was held this morniog, about twenty-tive per-
gons being present,

The preamble of the constitution adopted ap-
peale to the people who acknowledge the
authority of Christ, aud to all who are con
vineed, from the sad effects of war 80 abundantly
visible, and the evident blessicgs profusely
showered in the paths of pence, that they shoulid
‘learn war no more,' aud to urge thein to co-
operate with us in an earnest effort to cultivate
peuce In our own bosoms, to promote it among
our neighbors, to engratl it upon our govero-
ment, and extend its benign sway throughout
the world."

Rev, William J. Mullin, who was seleoted ps
one of the officers, left it to the decicion of the
Soclety 1o determine whether or not he was
ehigible, He was emphatically & peace man, snd
had always inculcated peace principles; but &t
the outbreak of the late war he had entered the
army as & chaplain, and had permitied his sons
to serve in the ranks,

He noticed in n marning rnpor that the Presi-
dent bad proposed ceriain questions to his
Attorney-General, which would undoubtedly be
anewered according to his wishes, and would
lead 10 civil war,

In this case it would be a grave question
as to whether or not they sball go to work and
finish up the job whbich they had rlready com-
menced. The meeting then adjourned, after
